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longer worth 50 centimes but most people continue to read the papers, with

people eventually realised that only German propaganda was being given 
out. Many people no longer listen to the French Wireless. 
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(b) B.B.C. Most people listen to the news in French but the 


British stations are usually jammed. Reception, however, is better in 
France than in England.

The reception varied from one day to another. The most 
satisfactory emission is 12.45 a.m. (not jammed as much as the others). 


The French em®Ssions are much appreciated and the information received 


is passed on verbally from one person to another.

My personal reaction in arriving in London was a pleasant surprise 
at the morale. 


PRESENCE OF GERMANS IN UNOCCUPLED FRANCE. 


Personally, I saw no Germans - or, at least, did not recognise 
them as such. It aneuane, however, that an ‘Armistice Commission ' has 
been (or still is) in all important French toms. I understand thet the 
'Hotel du-Cap' at Antibes has been requisitioned for wealthy German. 
refugees (from British bombs).

The defeat of France was a terrible surprise to the mass 
of the French people; and even now the reason seems obscure. The general 
opinion seems to be:—.

that they had insufficient material. 


(2) That’ the younger generation ‘had not the necesSary spirit 
of sacrifice’. 


(3) That Great Britain did not aid France sufficiently. 


(4) That the 'fifth colum!' was very powerful and that the 
'French General Staff was corrupt’.

This does not appear to the mass of the French people to 
have been a betrayal or a dishonourable peace. Most Frenchmen saw the 
situation as a second 187. 

GREAT BRITAIN 

At first the French people did not think that England could 
hold out for any length of time. The occupation of the Channel Islands was 
thought to be the preliminary of a total occupation of the British Isles. 

After the sinking of the French fleet, opinion was definitely 
hostile to Britain, although one or two people thought there might be some 


hidden reason. 


General opinion has now rallied to Britain and it is now 


held that Ingland mst win kf France is to live. Even Frenchmen who are 


by no means fond of England argue this way. Many Frenchmen think that one 

result of a British victory would be the bringing of France under.the tute- 
lage of Britain but most would prefer this to the German yoke while others 

envisage the British 'conquest' with equenimity.

To those who have known and lived in France before this war, 

the present conditions are heartbreaking. The sudden collapse 

and retreating of the army, and the armistice, were a blow to most 
people; a surprise even to the officers in the different ministries. 
The Ministere des Munitions, the Ministere des Mines et Poudres, and 
Secours National were at Mont—Dore then, and I personally came into 


contact with the head officers there and were with them when we listened 


in to Marchal Petain's speech on June 17th. All were stunned, refusing 
to believe that such a calamity had happened. -§ The demobilisation was 
slow and very reluctantly done, as the formalities for those returning 
north were long and difficult and many did not wish to return under the 
German rule * 


For many weeks the clauses of the Armistice were not published and 
some were left out all together; as the annexation of Alsace and Lorraine

Now that the first shock of the disaster is over » the people are 
trying to reorganise their lives, those who have works end factories in 
occupied France have had to return under the threat that they would be.

been constituted. It consists of three Light Divisions 
and of substantial reserve units. 


Embarkation of the Audet contingent, which had 
originally been constituted for action in Finland and 
which includes the ist Light Division, the Polish 
Brigade and the battalions of legionnaries, will be 
completed towards the 22nd April. The embarkation of 
the 2nd Light Division can be begun at about that date. 


As to the 3rd Light Division, its transportation 
within a reasonable time is dependent upon the placing 
at the disposal of the French High Command in good time, 
by the British Government, of the shipping asked for by 
the High Command. Should it not prove possible to 
supply this shipping, the 3rd Light Division will have 
to be conveyed in the ships which have already conveyed 
the ist Light Division. This will mean that the return 
of these ships will have to be awaited and that the 
ord Division as a whole will only be able to set sail in 
the 2nd half of May. 


As the existing position calls for the transport to 
Norway of the largest possible force in the shortest 
possible time, any such delay would be most damaging. 
The French Government considers that no effort should 
be spared to ensure that the Allied operations can 
develop with the fullest efficacy and rapidity.
